Later  he  won  the 
“Prix  d’Excellence”  at  the  con- 
servatory. 

Since  Mr.  Kee  presented  his 
first  organ  recital  at  the  age  of 
14  he  has  given  concerts  in  al- 
most every  Western  European 
country.  He  was  invited  to  ap- 
pear in  Russia,  but  the  sug- 
gested dates  coincided  with 
those  of  his  American  tour.

Among  Church  leaders  Elder 
Smith  is  known  as  an  outstand- 
ing scriptorian  and  writer.  He  is 
author  of  a score  of  widely  read 
volumes  on  the  theology  and  his- 
tory of  the  Church. 

A MAN  OF  KEEN  interest  in 
athletic  activities,  he  is  a form- 
er baseball,  handball  and  tennis 
player  and  is  now  a strong  sup- 
porter of  the  recreational  pro- 
grams for  the  youth  of  the 
Church.  He  is  also  interested  in 
jet  flying  and  has  been  named 
an  honorary  Brigadier  General 
in  the  Utah  National  Guard. 

AT  THE  AGE  OF  85,  Elder 
Smith  still  travels  widely  in  his 
assignments  for  the  Church  as 
well  as  observing  a heavy  sched- 
ule of  writing,  speaking  and  ad- 
ministrative duties. 

Elder  Smith  is  married  to  the 
former  Jessie  Evans,  noted 
operatic  singer  and  member  of 


They  have 
12  children,  more  than  50  grand- 
children, and  a number  of  great- 
grandchildren.

A spirit  of  reverence  hushed 
the  crowded  audience  in  the  Col- 
lege Hall  Auditorium  Monday 
evening  as  32  youths  recited 
Bible  scriptures  from  memory. 

^ The  young  participants,  all 
trained  by  Mrs.  Grace  Nixon 
Stewart,  ranged  in  age  from  5 
to  17  years-old.  They  followed 
each  other  quietly,  performed 
with  simple  dignity,  expressed 
themselves  clearly  without  hes- 
itation— and  communicated  to 
the  audience  a depth  of  feeling 
as  they  quoted  scriptures  from 
the  New  Testament,  concerning 
the  life  of  Christ. 

AS  THEY  TALKED,  a film 
projector  flashed  colored  slides 
of  biblical  scenes  on  the  stage 
background  and  recorded  music 
helped  to  set  a sacred  tone  to 
the  program. 

Comments  heard  after  the  pro- 
gram ranged  from  “They  looked 
like  angels,”  to  “One  of  the  most 
moving  spiritual  experiences  in 
my  life.” 

The  program  of  spiritual  read- 
ings was  sponsored  by  the 
Masque  Club. 

MRS.  STEWART,  when  asked 
about  her  reasons  and  methods 
for  teaching  the  scriptures  to 
young  people  replied,  “It  actual- 


ly changes  their  lives  for  the 
better.” 

“It  has  been  our  experience, 
said  Mrs.  Stewart,  “that  when 
the  Bible  and  Book  of  Mormon 
are  taught  with  vitality,  enthus- 
iasm and  vivid  imagery,  children 
prefer  this  literature  above  other 
types.” 

THE  YOUTH  presently  work- 
ing with  Mrs.  Stewart  are  from 
as  far  south  as  Spanish  Fork 
and  as  far  north  as  Montpelier, 
Idaho.  They  meet  each  Sunday 
before  7 a.m.  at  the  Adult  Edu- 
cation Center  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
Oral  teaching  of  the  Bible  con- 
tinues until  12,  and  from  12  to 
2 p.m.  they  work  with  the  Book 
of  Mormon.  | 

For  the  first  hour  the  stu- 
dents form  a group  to  listen 
to  principles,  then  they  are  split 
into  smaller  groups.  Parents  vol- 
unteer their  time  to  direct  them 
in  practicing  those  principles. 
Mrs.  Stewart  visits  each  of  the 
groups  and  assists  the  parent  in 
charge. 

Mrs.  Stewart  keeps  a careful 
schedule  of  Sunday  school  and 
priesthood  meetings  and'  sees 
that  the  children  get  to  their 
meetings. 

MRS.  STEWART  received  her 


B.A.  at  BYU,. her  M.A.  at  Col- 
umbia University  and  her  L.K. 
A.M.  in  London.  She  is  a gradu- 
ate of  Rice  School  of  Spoken 
Word,  Martha’s  Vineyard,  Mass., 
and  Leland  Powers  School  of 
Spoken  Word,  Boston  Mass. 
She  did  graduate  study  at  North- 
western University  and  recently 
returned  from  16  months  gradu- 
ate study  at  Columbia. 

Mrs.  Stewart  was  also  chair- 
man of  the  speech  committee 
of  the  MIA  General  Board  for 
10  years.  She  is  a member  of 
“Pen  Women  of  America.”  She 
teaches  in  the  day  school  at 
BYU  as  well  as  in  the  evening 
at  S^lt  Lake  City. 

Milton  Weilenmann,  former 
chairman  of  the  Democratic 
Committee  of  the  State  of  Utah, 
who  himself  was  taught  by  Mrs. 
Stewart  as  well  as  his  five  chil- 
dren, said  that  nothing  in  his  life 
has  been  so  important  as  learn- 
ing the  scriptures  as  Mrs.  Stew- 
art taught  them. 

“WE’VE  NEVER  HAD  ANY 
thing  that  we’ve  worked  on  as 
a family  that  has  united  us 
so  completely,”  said  Mrs.  Ralph 
Andrus  of  Orem,  whose  children 
have  done  both  scriptural  and 
non-scriptural  work  under  Mrs. 
Stewart. 


ucation.  The  group  has  spent 
the  past  two  to  four  years  work- 
ing with  the  National  Teachers 
College  (Danesharge  Ali)  at  Te- 
hran. Iran’s  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion was  closely  connected  with 
the  project. 

DR.  WOOLF,  general  teaching 
adviser,  said  of  the  recently 
completed  project,  “There  is  a 
great  drive  among  the  people 
of  Iran  to  establish  a modern 
industrial  nation.  One  of  their 
greatest  problems  is  the  lack  of 
technically  trained  people  for  in- 
dustry and  adequately  trained 
teachers  for  their  schools.” 

He  said  the  U.S.  Government 
realized  the  great  need.  In  co- 
operation with  BYU  a contract 
was  set  up  for  a group  of  tech- 
nicians to  be  sent  to  advise  the 
Iranians  in  setting  up  a Teach- 
er Education  Program. 

IN  1957  a group  assigned  to 
this  project  went  to  Iran.  After 
two  years  a new  group  of  of- 
ficials were  assigned  to  the  pro- 
ject. The  second  group  has  been 
in  Iran  since  1959.  This  year  the 
project  was  completed  and  the 
entrie  group  returned  to  the 
United  States. 

BYU  HAS  HAD  an  interest  in 
the  education  of  Iran  for  some 
time.  If  began  in  1950  with  Dr. 
Franklin  S.  Harris,  president  of 
BYU,  who  was  the  first  technic- 
al director  in  Iran  of  a program 
which  aimed  to  improve  agri- 
culture, health,  sanitation,  and 
education. 

Since  then  representatives 
from  the  University  of  Utah  and 
Utah  State  University  have  also 
participated  in  the  program. 

“BYU  has  had  personnel  in 
Iran  for  the  past  10  years,”  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Dean  A.  Peterson, 
the  first  economic  administra- 
tor and  liaison  officer  of  the 
project. 

In  reviewing  the  program  from 
its  beginning,  Dr.  Peterson  said, 
“Leadership,  teamwork,  and  co- 
operation have  been  excellent  on 
the  part  of  all  technicians  in 
the  entire  program.” 

He  mentioned  that  the  ob- 
jective of  assisting  Iran  to  re- 
main among  the  free  nations  of 
the  world  has  been  achieved  thus 
far.  “The  program  helped  Iran 
to  help  themselves  and  was  not 
just  a dole  to  them.”
